* * h a v e realized it a t the time, b u t it was 
an u n h a p p y day w h e n someone tack ed up 
a “W a n te d ” poster of Willie S u tto n , the 
nation’s most notorious bank robber, in the 
elder Schuster’s B rooklyn tailor shop. 
His son, Arnold, 24, m ild-m annered, be­ 
spectacled veteran of Coast Guard service 
in W orld War II, ap p aren tly looked at that 
“flyer’’ often enough to fix 
“W illie 
the 
Actor's” face well in mind. 
Riding in the s u b w a y in Brooklyn a few 
weeks ago, young S c h u ste r saw a m a n who 
appeared vaguely fam iliar. Sudd enly his 
m emory clicked and h e realized it w a s Sut­ 
ton. He trailed Hie r o b b e r from th e subway 
until h e spotted a p o lice car. He told the 
officers his story, and eventually th e y pick­ 
ed up Sutton and a rre s te d him. 
W hat 
spurred S ch u ste r to act 
on his 
hunch w e can only guess- It may h a v e been 
published 
reports 
t h a t 
$70,000 
reward 
awaited the man w ho could point o u t Sut­ 
ton.

His first lesson in th e brutalities of life 
came w h e n the police version oi Sutton's 
capture m ade no m e n tio not Arnold Schus­ 
ter, g iving instead fu ll credit to th e arrest­ 
ing officers.

sult is that the tax laws are buckshot-rid­ 
dled 
with escape clauses benefitting the 
h ig h e r brackets. 
T h is has been t h e work larg ely of the 
S e n a te Finance Com mittee, w hich is dom­ 
in a te d by m illionaire senators w h o benefit 
from their own loopholes. Such senators as 
B yrd of Virginia, K e r r of O klahom a. Mini­ 
kin of Colorado,’ T a f t of Ohio a n d Martin 
of Pennsylvania, a ll of them millionaires, 
are chiefly r e s p o n s i b l e for the tax loop­ 
holes 
The House M^ays and M eans Com­ 
m itte e has laboerd to close m any of them— 
but 
the 
Senate Finance C om m ittee has 
been too powerful. 
T h e Finance C om m ittee has camouflaged 
th ese loopholes b e h i n d such technical, le­ 
gal language that th e 
average 
senator, 
h arassed with o th e r legislation, 
usually 
c an ’t understand th e m and m ust take the 
fin an c e committee’s word. 
F o r exampie, 79, of the most clause-rid­ 
den. 
tecnnically 
worded sections of the 
1951 tax bill tu rn e d out to be honeycomb­ 
ed w ith loopholes. T h ese escape hatches for 
the big taxpayers w ould never h a v e been 
discovered if it h a d n ’t ben for a fe w patri­ 
otic experts at th e Treasury Department, 
w ho risked their jo b s to tip off Senators 
H u m p h rey of M innesota and Douglas of 
Illinois what the S e n a te Finance Commit­ 
tee w a s up lo. 
PROFITS F R O M DEFENSE 
H um phrey and D ouglas then blocked an 
a tte m p t to ram th e tax loopholes through 
the Senate without debate, but, in the end, 
the powerful f i n a n c e committee 
brought 
en o u g h pressure on individual senatois to 
save most of the loopholes. 
T h e y figured 
the debate was too technical for the pub­ 
lic to understand, a n d that the sm all tax­ 
p ay e rs would never know the diffeience. 
T h e result was a ta x law that stuck the 
low -incom e people w ith the m ounting cost 
of defense, while a good many of the big- 
m o n e y boys could re a p the profits of de­ 
fense. 
T h e most gaping loopholes now in the 
law allow the big o il 
anc! 
m in in g 
com­ 
p an ies to deduct 
millions for depletion; 
g ra n t 8 cheaper ta x rate to the big specu­ 
lato rs who trade in stocks and bonds; en­ 
able big businessm en to spread their in­ 
com e through fam ily partnerships; and ex­ 
em p t interest and 
dividends fro m with­ 
ho ld in g tax. 
T h e ex-cess p ro fits tax is also shot full 
of holes; corporations get trem endous tax 
ha n d o u ts through five-year 
amortization; 
so-called 
“collapsible 
corporations 
are 
still legal to avoid taxes; 
life insurance 
com panies pay only a token tax; and huge 
foundations can be*set up to get around the 
e state and gift ta x e s. Even A ttorn ey Gen­

Paul 
the 
Apostle had many in tim ate 
friends and asociates in the tellowship of 
the Chi istian life. and in the churches that 
he e s t a b l i s h e d . Tins is made plain in m a n y 
passages and references in the Book ol the 
Acts, a n d in the P auline Epistles. 
But t h e closest and most intimate of all 
these 
relationships 
was that w ith 
the 
young m an. Timothy, whom he called his 
son, a n d to whom he addressed tw o n o ta ­ 
ble Epistles. 
T im othy, of course, wa* not Paul's son in 
« fam ily sense. 
So I ai as we know Paul 
was un m arried (See I Corinthians 9:5), but 
it ie a m atter of conjecture w h e th e r he 
was a bachelor or a widower. What seem s 
certain if- that he had no child ut his own. 
But a flesh-and-blood relationship could 
hardly h a v e made T im o thy Paul’s son m ore 
in sentim ent and effect than he a ctually 
was. So fa r as one can see the deep a tta c h ­ 
ment on Paul s part, th a t of a lone m a n tor 
one u p o n whom he could bestow his a ffe c ­ 
tion, w a s reciprocated by Timothy, a re ­ 
sponse that is not 
alw ays 
forthcom ing 
from y o u th to old or m iddle age. 
A pparently Timothy never failed h im . as 
Paul believed young J o h n Mark had failed, 
•n the incident leading to the sharp c o n ­ 
tention between Paul and Barnabas (Act.' 
15:38. 3 9 ) ' 
It iv to be noted, h o w e v e r, not only that 
John M a rk made good, as the M aik w ho 
w'roie o u r second Gospel, but also th a t he

But Timothy was t h e young frie n d , who 
stood closest to Paul; and to his “ s o n ” Tim­ 
othy P a u l wrote tw o Epistles, full of good 
counsel for youth, fro m which m e n of to­ 
day m i g h t well profit.

Politically th e Berlin m a y o r is 
a Socialist, w hich he in terp rets as 
being for th e personal freed o m of 
the individual.

It's Easy For A Man 
To Meet New Friends

<Q) “I am a widower, no children, a nice home and a good 
Job. I’m lonely. I come from another state and all m y relatives 
and friends live there. My business brought me here Just before 
my w ife’s last illness and death. Because she was in such poor 
health, we had no chance to make friends. Now I’m a ll alone and 
would like to join some good clubs but I don’t know how to go 
about It. Would ‘Lonely H earts’ be a good club to jo in ? ”—F. D. 
(A ) What club or clubs you join w ilt depend to a large extent 
upon your interests and tho type of people you like to be with. In 
some communities, the so-called “Lonely Hearts” clubs are made up 
of nice people who are lonely, just as you arc. In others, the people 
who belong to such clubs are not necessarily the sort that would ap­ 
peal to everyone. 
It’s easy for a man to join and to be accepted by the members 
of almost any club he may wish to join. Men as a rule, are at a 
premium in a community, especially when they are eligible for m a­ 
trimony. I can assure you that you won’t have any real difficulties 
in joining any club or clubs you want. 
However, once you join a club, you become associated with a 
certain group of people. If you do not find them congenial, there are 
likely to he hurt feelings on tho part of the members if you drop out 
of that club and join another. That’s why it is important to be selec­ 
tive in your choice. 
My advice to you is to consult the m inister of your church about 
this matter. If von have not yet made a church affiliation, go to the 
minister of tile church of your denomination. Join that church and 
ask the minister to recommend the church groups of m en and women 
of your age so that you can join them. 
Your minister can also tell you what clubs in the community 
there are and which ones would have members and activities that 
would be congenial to vow. He can also recommend you fen member­ 
ship If you need additional sponsors, he can arrange to have church 
members sponsor you or you can ask some of your business acquaint­ 
ance'' to do this for you.
